The ancients moro than equaled tho 
modern in their ingeniously profuso- 
noss of expenditure. A history of ti,o 
spendthrift* of ancient Rome alono 
would fill a good-sized volume and be 
of uniquo variety. Apioius, Crassus, 
Probus, Claudius, Nero, Vitcllius and 
Caligula all squandered vast sums on 
most trifling object*. Apioius spent 
nearly a rpillion pounds on his palate, 
and thon, casting up his acequnjs anoj 
discovering that ho had not quite one 
hundred thoiisnnd pounds left, Imme- 
diately hanged himself to avoid the 
privations of threntaning poverty. 

Klagabalus regaled the attendant* of 
his palace on tho brains of pheasants, 
the tonguos of thrushes and the eggs 
of partridges.

A GREAT NUISANCE. 

The Woman Who Monopolises the Seats 
at Four Persona In a Railway Oar. 
Among railway nuisances the per- 
son who brings all his or her baggage 
into the car, depositing the same upon 
the floor, tho scats and in the . aisles, 
must rank as one of tho greatest. Tho 
experienced traveler nood not be re- 
minded how often a bulky valise or a 
huge bandbox is installed upon a seat 
by the side of a passenger, and made 
to represent a fictitious personage Just 
at present absent from the seat no has 
taken, and thus scouro for the aforesaid 
passenger tho room designated for two 
mortals. With what unblushing 
effrontery peoplo of apparently good 
breeding, and especially women, re- 
vorse tho back of the seat in front of 
the one they have taken, and hoap tho 
wholo seating space, except that occu- 
pied by thoir persons, with bundlos and 
mckogos and luggage of almost every 
orm of name, is woil understood by 
train officials and fellow-passengers, 
who are often ruthlessly crowded out 
of their right* thereby. Indeed, It 
sometimes seems as though tho com,- 
llftpcnt satisfaction w|tb whiph an qf- 
endor of this class surveys the situa- 
tion, the sardonlo oalmneas and oool 
Indifference, whllo nion and women aro 
•landing about tho passageways or 
vainly striving to find a plaoe of rest 
for bodies aching after hours of shop- 
ling or tho hurried walk to catch the 
train, furnishes good ground for per- 
sonal attack by which the offending 
paroels may be widoly scattered, if not 
pitched out of the window altogether. 
In tho economy of railroad manage- 
ment, this matter is almost ftlwftyspri- 
yided' forty tlienifosoi the linos, but 
the oases aro seldom wherein oon- 
duotors Insist upon the proprieties un- 
der such circumstanoos, while only oc- 
casionally n passenger comes upon the 
scone with norvo and taot enough to 
compel rospoot for tho right* of others, 
especially when the offender is a 
woman, and perhaps traveling alone.— 
Boston Herald. 



Description of a Lamaaaery and the Life W 
Ita Inmatea. 

Tho young apprentices or novices, 
passing through their novitinte, ore 
generally called Peng Giong, and 
sometimes La Tchru (small Lamas). 
These are generally recruited as fol- 
lows: Should there be a oon too many 
In a family, as the third would prove 
In a poor one, or the fourth in a richer 
one, he is generally pocked off to the 
Lamassory of the district. Not srtly 
to disembarrass the family of a surplus 
son is this done, but also to gain tho 
favor of the Lamnssery, as although 
these have no civil power by right, still 
they are strong enough to usurp and 
exert a greet deal of power. Again, if 
a bey ha* shown particular sharpness 
or boldness— in fact, that be is worth 
having— a Lama or some lower "co- 
clesiastio" walks into the parent's 
house unasked, as is quite permitted to 
any Thibetan to do in any Thibetan 
bouse, and in the course of conversa- 
tion this "ecclesiastic" casually tells 
the "fortune" of tho family. For the 
son he wants he predicts all sort* of 
Ills and sicknoss, which can only be 
nvertcd by his entering a Lamassory. 
This has the desired effect, and he is 
handed over to save him from tho un- 
happy alternative. This result has 
often been led up to by preparatory 
predictions given from time to tlmo 
concerning the son. Thanks to the 
above systematic fraud, there is now 
about one-twelfth of the total popula- 
tion of Thibet in Lamasseries. Deduct 
for the womon and children, nnd It will 
be evident wha' a ruinons proportion 
of the male adult population is wasted 
In Lamasseries, perfectly unproductive 
nnd living In a great measure on the 
toll of tho remainder! 

Aa regnrds the Interior "monastio" 
life and regulations, the members of a 
Lamasscry (miscalled "Lamas") room 
Whither they will, and as a rule with 
no proper or moral purpose They 
arc practically subject to no disciplino 
whatever, nor can there be said to bo 
any real rules followed, except perhaps 
at three times of the year. These 
periods are the fifth and ninth moon, 
during each of which three days must 
be spent in the Lamasscry, ostensibly 
In prayer, though the latter it not de 
rlgucur; the other period Is at the new 
year, when when they must pass fifteen 
days in the Lamasserv, also ostensibly 
in prayer. The members have no com- 
munism, some being vory poor— these 
often acting as the servants of richer 
members; othors being rich, and all 
living oxactly as suit* each individual's 
tastes and means. A few of the elders 
remain pretty constantly in the Lamas- 
series, when, bnving outgrown the 
pleasures and passions of youth, their 
vices have left them, and they have in 
consequence elected to abandon tholr 
vicious courses. The great majority, 
however, rove about at will, with no 
moral intent,, u we have said 

As far as the so-oalled Lnmns them- 
selves are ooncorncd, their religion is 
n farce they do not believe, save in so 
far as it brings them in tho good things 
of this world. For thnt purpose they 
thoroughly appreciate It* valuo. The 
people, too, already realize and moke 
common talk of the Immorality of tho 
"Lamas" as a body, and only excopt 
from slander a few, chiefly the vcrv old

Tho stove in the room was near tho 
window and it is supposed that the 
oldest child iu playing set tiro to the 
curtain which carried tho llames to 
the bed clothes. Beoomtng frighten- 
ed he then jumped in the bed where 
the baby was and both were suffoca- 
ted before help came. The names of 
the children woro Harry, aged 4 years, 
and Allen, aged 7 months. They 
were tho children of Cynda Henry 
and Jim Bnekner, The local justices 
held au inquest over the bodies and 
llio jury returned a verdict to the ef- 
fect that the children camo to their 
•loath by suffocation caused by smoke 
from a burning bed. 

Tho llames wero extinguished bo- 
fore tho cabin was damaged to any 
considerable extent. The bodies wero 
not burned at all and they wore un- 
doubtedly killed by the smoke. If 
tho door had been opened when the 
smoke was first seen issuing from the 
cabin, the probability is that one or 
both of them would have boon rescu- 
ed from death.

I wish now to speak from tho sub- 
ject chosen for this hour: Jesus iu 
tho Presence of Death. 

Whon Ho had come into that doso- 
late homo and stood by the closed 
grave, John tells us, Ho wept. Those 
tears, what a legacy to the human 
race! How precious to those bleed- 
ing hearts! Into a thousand homes 
these have conic, unsealing the foun- 
tain of burning tears and soothing 
the fevered heart into repose. Yes, 
Josus wept for the dead. It is right 
for us to weep, for in so doing we do 
but give a natural expression to our 
sorrow and love. Such tears do 
honor to the dead ; thoy do honor to 
us. I pity the man who has put 
away those memories, which in the 
silent hour call up tho faces, the 
voices, the forms of those who once 
blessed him with their affeclion. 
Have you lost a father? What 
would you exchaugo for the sorrow 
that comes over you when you recall 
his loving counsels, his -affectionate 
approvals? Have you buried a 
mother ? The memory of her tender- 
ness and devotion, her smiles, her 
prayers and blessings.are they not far 
abovo all price? Have you said 
good-byo togcutlo sister? Oh, the 
SUnshlue she brought into your life ! 
Could you part with il? No! a 
thousand times, no! If you have 
lost a brother, a noble, truo, gener- 
ous, affectionate brother, enshrine 
him in your hearts. Trim brightly 
the lamps of memory that bis smile 
may never vanish, his voico never be 
bushed, or his touch ever cease to be 
felt. 

It is wrong to brood over our sor- 
rows, to let them unlit us for life's 
duties; but to commune with those 
who have passed from earth to abet- 
ter world is full of good to the soul. 
It will loosen tho earth-cords that 
bind us to time, it will brighten our 
sonl-vlalou for things before unseen ; 
it will lit the soul for Heaven's citi- 
zenahip. He is not dead but sleepoth. 
He lives within reach of our affec- 
tions, aud hardly beyond tho touch 
of our consciousness. 

In the presence of death Jesus 
asked no question, nor uttered any 
murmur. He knew that the Father 
doetfa all things well. He stood 
whero ho could seo Heaven's pur- 
pose in that sad bereavement, and so 
could Bay, "I am glad for your sake." 
Ho know God could make no mis- 
tako and so could say as" he said 
when Death faced him in the garden, 
"not my will, but thine be done." If 
we to-day could seo this sad, dark 
hour as He sees it from Heaveu's 
standpoint, I am sure we would bow 
our heads iu humble submission. God 
our Father. Let us trust him oven 
where wo cannot sec. Somo day we 
will know all is well. Jesus saw not 
Lazarus' earth-home only, but his 
Heaven-homo. He heard the sobs of 
Martha and Mary ; ho heard also the 
echo of tho angels' songs. He 
knew that lifo was but a night's 
camp on the way to God, aud so real- 
ized (hat theso light afflictions were 
but momentary and work out for 
us a weight of glory. Let us look 
upon death as Ho did; let us trust 
God as Ho did and all will be woll. 

As we go to the dead's city to lay 
away our brother let us dwell upon 
his character. Whatever there may 
have been iu his character worthy of 
censuro spread over it the mantle of 
charity. I, who havo known him 
Ultimately as his pastor, know 
of nothing which you need to 
cover. But there is much that will 
do us good to remember. He know 
bow to bo a friend, for he was true, 
honest, affectionate and brave. A 
short whilo beforo tho last hour came 
be called one of his watchers to his 
side and taking him by the hand 
said: "Good-bye, we have boon 
friends from tho earliest hours of 
childhood." Ho was not afraid of 
doath. When the doctors told him 
ho must die he said : "I have known 
this from the first, I have taken your 
proscriptions because you wanted 
me to, and I wanted lo live." Ho 
said to me, "I have hut one regret, 
and that is leaving those I love; but 
one hope, to meet my sister who has 
gone before." 

Ho wis magnauimotis. He uttered 
words at the beginning of his suffer- 
ing which, under the circumstances 
deserve to be inscribed ou a nionu- 
meut as high as the mountains and 
as enduring as the firmament. 

After giving minute instructions 
as to the settling of his business mat- 
ters, he asked to be buried in a quiet, 
unostentatious way. Thon he called 
his father, his brothers, his doctor 
and Ills pastor aud bade cacli good-bye

MULHATTAN'S LATEST LIE. 



iTclcgrnphod at enormous ovponso to Truth. | 

IIopiiiNsvii.LK, Ky., Feb. G, '8fi. 
The wildest excitement prevails in 
Hopklnavllle in consequence of one of 

i ho most remarkable diieavorlea yet 
made on the American continent. A 
veritable Symines Hole lias been un- 
earthed in this vicinity. It is peo- 
pled by a race of human boinirs with 
tails and scales. They are amphibi- 
ous, and subsist on eyeless tish, bats, 
and mushrooms, which abound in 
great profusion in the wonderful 
cavern in which they were diecov 
ered yesterday for the first time, un- 
der the following peculiar circiim 
stances. 

A ten-year-old son of Col. James 
I've, of Ilopkinsville, was out rabbit- 
hiintiug with a number of his com 
panions, and they succeeded in cbas 
ing a rabbit into'a lodge of rocks, the 
aperture of which was, as subse- 
quently proved to be, a shallow en- 
trance to the most wonderful cavern 

fet discovered in the known world. 
,ltlle "Billy" l'yo was selected to 
crawl in after the rabbit, as the ap- 
erture was too shallow to admit any 
of the other boys, who were from 
three to Bix years older, and conse- 
quently much larger. 

Unhesitatingly the little fellow 
crowded into tho opening, and as the 
minutes lengthened into hours and he 
did not appear, and as no response 
could be heard to his companions' 
anxious call, the alarm was quickly 
given in the town and tho citizens 
turned out en masse, armed witl 
crow-bars, picks and torches, for by 
this time night cast its shadow over 
the scene. 

For four hours tho work of rcmov 
lug the loose rock was continued, and 
then to the great joy of all an in) 
nicnse chamber in the cavern was 
reached, and over one thousand men, 
women and children catitiously BD< 
tored. It was a wild, wierd, imprcs 
slve, exciting scene, never to be for- 
gotten. 

A succession of cheers reverberated 
through the many halls and passages 
of this strange handiwork of nature. 
Tho glare from the torches was re- 
flected back from -great statutes of 
crystal hue and transparency ; thous- 
ands of bats, startled from a scene of 
repose, dashed wildly hither and 
thither, extinguishing many of the 
llghtB and causing great consterna- 
tion, especially among tho ladies, as 
many of them became culangled in 
their hair and it was almost Impossi- 
ble to extricate them. Several of the 
ladies attempted to force their way 
out of tho cave, but this was simply 
impossible, as the surging crowd 
from without was pressing for ad- 
mission, and the numbers were rein- 
forced by a continuous procession 
from tho town, as the news had 
spread liko wild-fire. 

Avenues spread out in at least ten 
directions and as to which roule the 
little boy had taken, of course, no 
one could conjecture, so parties of ten 
twenty, or fifty scattered out through 
all the avenues with candle", lampB, 
and other improvised torches, fol- 
lowed by a multitude in each case 
who had "no oil in their lamps," or 
no lampH or lights of any kind. 
Down 1 down ! they went on an ab- 
ruptly sloping incline, until after 
three hours' weary walking they 
must have reached a level several 
hundred feet beneath the surface. 
Here they struck a subterranean riv- 
er—wide and deep— and teeming 
with life in the shape of a very pecu- 
liar looking fish, thousands upon 
thousands of which could be plainly 
seen for at least twenty feet beneath 
tho surface of theso placid crystal 
waters. Somo of the fish were ap- 
parently as largo as an ordinary sized 
man, and upon closer investigation 
turned out to boa hitherto unknown 
race of amphibious human beings, 
who can, like tho alligator and other 
amphibious animals, live both in and 
out of tho water. 

Scientists have long sinco contend- 
ed that amphibious human bciugs 
were entirely within the bounds of 
possibility. Yet this is the first time 
in the world's history that tho face of 
such an existence has been practical 
ly demonstrated. 

They were terribly frightened at 
the approach of a race of beings so 
much like themselves, and tied in ab- 
ject terror. Tncy arc, web-footed,are 
slightly scaly like ordiuary fish, and 
have two immense fins, or flappers, 
at the umbilical cord, on tho lower 
part of tho breast. This is the great 
secret of their amphibious prosperity. 
Only one specimen was captured. It 
a female, in fact a mermaid, if wo 
may be allowed to so call it. Mr. 
Dick Holland, proprietor of tho Op- 
era House, captured it, and has taken 
it home, where thousands of curious 
people are now flocking to see it. 
The "struggles and cries of this poor 
captive were indeed terrible. It took 
four stout men to hold her viz. : John 
Young, Alex. Henderson, John 
Wright and A. II. Anderson. Her 
hair is raven black and falls in great 
profusion and luxiiriousncss three 
feet down her back ; her leetli 
like niothcr-of-pcarl. and her features 
too beautiful to compare to any above 
the earth. 

She can articulate, and apparently 
talk with great vehemence— liko oth- 
er women. Mr. Holland has con- 
tracted with Forbes & Uro., the plau- 
Ing-niill men, for an immense tank 
to place her in, in a room under the 
Opera House, where the public can 
sec her, and where others of her spe- 
cies may bo placed as fast as captured. 
It is reared, however, that she will 
hardly survive tho shock to her nerv- 
ous system, as she has already gone 
into hysterics, and fainted as she fell 
Into the arms of Kobert Guyun. Tho 
Inclement weather and change of 
•comliliousof life generally, will, it is 



feared, hasten her death ; so no more 
of the species will bo permitted to 
bo removed for the present, until fur- 
ther investigations are made. I for- 
got to mention that theaoamphlblOUl 
people have long appendages, or talis, 
closely resembling that of the alliga- 
tor, the tail on the specimen captured 
measuring, from lip to tip, threo feet 
nine inches, and weighing in all, pro- 
bably about fifteen pounds. 

Several little children of these very 
rcmarkablo people were seen sport- 
ing playfully about the crystal wa- 
ter and on the banks of the river. 
But, upon tho appearance of tho ex- 
ploring parly, they sprang into the 
water with cries of abject fear, in 
which they were instantly joined by 
their parents. The temperature of 
tho water is very pleasant, as well as 
that of tho cavern, and it is not at all 
unlikely that it is the slope or cono 
referred to in the theory of Americus 
Svinmes. Tho air is pure and pleas- 
ant, tho water sweet and refreshing. 
Fish and inollusks in great abun- 
danco abounded in the waters, fur- 
nishing wholesome food for these hu- 
man inhabitants. This is supple- 
mented by mushrooms of the most 
luscious and tender variety, which 
furnishes a vegetable food all tho year 
round. And tho bats aro undoubted 
ly also eaten as an animal food. So 
it will readily be seen that the condi- 
tions all exist for the support of hu- 
man life in this most wonderful of all 
subterranean abodes of life. The 
cavorn has been explored for about 
twelve miles over one of tho routes, 
and for from six to eight over tho 
remaining nine main avenues, which 
will givo a total of nearly one hun- 
dred miles of wide avenues explored 
up to the present writing. 

It is indeed wonderful, inconceiva- 
ble, almost incomprehensible, the pe- 
culiar formation of the stalactites 
tho stalagmites, their diamond bril- 
liancy, that dazzle tho eyes of the ex 
plorcr, the magnificent and massive 
pillars of alabaster, tho walls of in 
tervening frostwork and thousands 
of other wonders yet untold.

In the House Mr. ISIanchard, of 
Louisiana, ollercd a eerics of resolu 
Hons which were adopted and a copy 
ordered sent to tho widow, after 
which tho House adjourned as a 
mark of respect to the memory of the 
deceased, before which Mr. Bingham 
asked lcavo in the House to Intro- 
duce a bill granting a pension of 
$2,000 per annum to Mrs. Hancock, 
but objection was made. All flags 
on public and private buildings are 
at half mast. 

The Republican wing of the Sen 
ato lias begun its tight against the 
appointments made by the President, 
and has this week reported adverso> 
ly on some Presidential Postmasters, 
and withheld action on important 
nominations until pending charges 
can be investigated.
